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Parochial Schools and the 
National Housing, Act 


Many school buildings are badly 
need repairs— repairs which are 
often necessary the proper function- 
ing the school even the health 
the pupils. These repairs have not 
been made because the pastor and the 
trustees the parish have been unable 
funds. 

The solution for this emergency lies 
the National Housing Act. near 
every parochial school will found 
one more banks other financial 
institutions, which are ready lend 
money under the provisions this Act 
for repairing modernizing buildings. 

obtain Housing Loan, the trus- 
tees the school should first get es- 
timate from contractor other com- 
petent person, the probable cost 
the repairs contemplated. They will 
then file copy this estimate with 
their bank with application for 
loan. 

security required for one 
these loans, except that the annual in- 
come the parish five times 
much the part the loan that must 
repaid each year. 

Not more than $2,000 may bor- 
rowed home, according the 
Housing Act, but seems that parish 
may obtain more than that its in- 
come sufficient. 

The National Recovery Act plan 
which the government insures part 
the loans for the bank. The bank 
must not charge more, interest 
fees, than five-per-cent annual bank 
discount. The loans may made for 
five years, but the banks generally 
prefer three years the maximum. 
Repayment must made equal 
monthly installments during the three- 
five-year period. 

Repairs should made school 
building when they are needed, order 
prevent deterioration the build- 
ing, say nothing the deterioration 
the efficiency the school, and the 
danger the health the pupils 
which may result 
pairs. the money for such repairs 
hard get, the National Housing Act 
offers comparatively easy way out 
the difficulty.

Therefore fellow student may 
chosen, teacher counselor. Sometimes the guide 
the other sex; more often will the same sex. 

chooses his This term describes the situa- 
tion exactly, for the leader guide idealized; actually 
may fall far short the qualities ascribed him. 
The adolescent places this guide pedestal, and invests 
him with halo. may worship the ideal from afar; 
not absolutely necessary that there any personal 
contact. other cases there closer relationship: the 
youth imparts his thoughts and his needs; seeks ad- 
vice and help; shows his dependence. 


The Crush 


When the relationship reaches great degree ab- 
sorbing affection, with external evidences that affec- 
tion, have the full-blown crush. established 
fact that girls more frequently have such ardent crushes 
than boys. This not surprising, since girls are more 
prone signs affection than boys, who adolescence 
are apt shy away from demonstrations affection for 
older persons. Unless the girl’s emotional demonstrations 
are restrained, there will much hugging and kissing, 
and superlative terms fondness and adoration. 
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Pseudo Values 


might seem that such attachment may dis- 
tinct advantage. For girl can be, that critical age, 
isolated from boys and bound one the same sex 
attachment that not sinful, would seem lessen 
the dangers her purity. 

There certainty, however, that such isolation can 
actually achieved. Enforced separation may only serve 
stimulate the imagination concerning boys, while 
natural mingling among them would prevent any undue 
consciousness sex and sex differences. Apart from this, 
there can other undesirable consequences. 

are not prepared say, some do, that the ardent 
crush manifestation homosexuality the sense 
sex activity directed toward the same sex. distinction 
necessary. must not confuse /eanings and activities. 
true that would possible for the whole matter 
end homosexual activity, particularly the object 
the crush not yet mature. This danger surely re- 
mote when the object the crush religious. spite 
that, there danger diverting the girl’s 
from normal heterosexual into undesirable homosexual 
channels. wholesome interest the other sex, and 
legitimate leaning toward it, the third the normal 
needs youth. The girl who enters matrimony without 
normal heterosexual inclinations entering that state 
with very great handicap, that unhappy married 
life about the least the grave consequences that can 
expected. 


“But Gladys Going the Convent” 


this case the danger concerning marriage seems 
ruled out; but will probably replaced others. 
Gladys has such affection for religious, her motives 
for entering the convent need examination. this point 
should heed the advice Dr. Vermeersch:* 

the candidate’s primary motive purely human mo- 
tive, then must not advise him enter religion until 
that motive has been elevated higher plane. must 
particularly our guard the case girls who, trained 
piety, are often led embrace the religious life human 
affection for the Sister who taught them, who are impelled 
sentimental inclination, and not decision the will. 
They must carefully tested, lest the shaky foundation 
which they try build should collapse entirely soon after 
they enter. 

There are still other things considered. The vow 
chastity religion does not imply that there never 
was normal and legitimate interest in, and inclination 
toward, the other sex. does imply that the religious has 
her own free choice given even the lawful following 
such inclination marriage. Nothing gained and 
much may lost replacing that interest with 
greater interest the same sex, may done the 
crush. 

Community life religion demands that there 
“particular friendships.” The rule and the reason for 
are usually stated some such form this: shall 
show preference for one more than another, and shun 
carefully particular friendships, that charity which 
unites them may supernatural and without blemish.” 
Now one who has developed great affection for person 
the same sex may have great difficulty with this rule. 
Accustomed demonstrations affection, she will not 
find easy give them up, but will hanker for such 
demonstrations particular friendships. 

What may seem real values the situation, there- 
fore, may only pseudo values. the actual values and

Dangers 


Interference with psychological weaning. One 
the desirable developments the adolescent that which 
has been called “psychological weaning from the family.” 
this term not meant leaving the parental roof, nor 
insolence, nor defiance parental authority. Psycholog- 
ical weaning involves getting away from the family su- 
pervision become independent person. 

The adolescent who fails thus weaned will have 
difficulties later. Being accustomed the indulgence and 
coddling parents, business life demands special 
consideration from his employer; that denied, 
resigns dissatisfied, acts the martyr. industry 
remains essentially potterer; cannot rely him- 
self and make his own decisions, but must constantly 
directed and supervised. marriage, the mate ex- 
pected wait upon, coddle and comfort him. Under- 
standing, help, and comfort are indeed among the pur- 
poses marriage, but they must mutual. The un- 
weaned one, however, demands all the comforting and 
does not reciprocate. some cases the unweaned one 
refuses leave the parental roof, and subjects the mate 
all the humiliations and vexations brought about 
interfering relatives. the religious state one who had 
not been weaned would lack desirable degree self- 
reliance and would seek vainly for that human consola- 
tion which not part the religious life. 

Psychological weaning essential, and the crush may 
prevent substituting for the fond parent, the fond, 
coddling teacher. 

hindrance training the will. important item 
—perhaps the sole the training the will 
proper scale values and consequent motives, will 
respond with firm action. All values, however, must 
not only objectively real but also subjectively experienced 
the individual. Values and motives must survive the 
immediate personal influence the teacher. Ay, there’s 
the rub! 

Crushes are bar the realization motives. The 
girl with the crush readily deceived into believing she 
has understood and accepted motive, when matter 
fact she does what she required only out affection 
for the teacher. rapt adoration she listens and seems 
grasp the values presented, but the matter fails 
penetrate the emotional glow that envelops her. When 
affection has passed, the motive becomes quite unimpor- 
tant. has failed survive the immediate personal in- 
fluence the teacher. 

Failure the religious ideal. has been said pre- 
viously that the adolescent “‘idealizes” the leader guide. 
the beginning the attraction for the ideal. The exam- 
ple the teacher’s life greater power the matter 
religion than intellectual artistic pursuits. Even 
the reality does not correspond the ideal picture, the 
adolescent still has his ideal lead him on. Eventually there 
will some disappointment, when becomes evident 
that the reality fails measure up. But, one writer 
puts it, “what does matter then, when the ideal has 
established itself firmly? The scaffolding torn away, 
any event, after the building

Partiality. final danger the relationship set 
the crush that being partial that particular 
student. The teacher, subtly flattered the pupil’s ad- 
herence, taken into confidence concerning her thoughts 
and plans, will find difficult avoid giving that pupil 
special consideration. 

Adolescents, however, reveal their conduct that they 
resent partiality what looks like partiality. Nor 
they hesitate put into words their demands for justice 
and impartiality, shown the responses pupils 
concerning the desired qualifications teachers. One 
the more recent investigators summarizes his findings 
this point strong 

Nothing demanded students often, unanimously, 
and with such emphasis this: That the teacher 
Desires for just teacher are expressed frequently that 
even experienced teachers are astonished. Practically all 
them demand the teacher that show partiality. 
can conclude with certainty that students are particularly 
sensitive this point, even considerably more sensitive than 
were inclined assume. 

not wondered at, then, that even superior 
knowledge and extraordinary skill can nullified 
the very appearance partiality. 

This may seem gloomy picture indeed. But must 
remembered that these are called 
not maintained that they inevitably follow every case 
crush, whether mild severe. desirable that the 
dangers avoided and the advantages retained. For the 
vented, and the tree from which grows need for 
guide can made yield good fruit. 


Values 


The adolescent needs guide, and prepared follow 
that guide with all the special enthusiasm youth. Here 
the opportunity. Not only secular fields learning, 
but particularly the field religion much can ac- 
complished using this idealism and enthusiasm. 

matter fact, there almost too much enthu- 
siasm, rather inclined fervid, indeed, but 
somewhat superficial and impermanent. order ob- 
tain lasting results, their idealism may not used blind- 
ly, without calling upon reason for aid. This does not 
mean that lifeless intellectualistic presentation de- 
sirable, but only that the brakes need applied 
little restrain this youthful exuberance long enough 
for the matter sink in. Objective frankness and pre- 
cision will make possible fill the youthful soul with 
Christian idealism, lead that soul the love and serv- 
ice God. Youth demands its heroes. Let the teacher 
reveal the heroic character, the sublimity, the beauty and 
harmony, and above all the joyful nature religion, not 
the abstract, but personified the heroes the faith. 

order this, there must stress virtue rather 
than faults and vices. The Commandments should 
shown, not their negative restraining role, but the 
positive one leading better things. The beauty and 
happiness clean conscience, the freedom and nobility 
the true Christian are better incentives virtue than 
the fear evil. the saints are appeal youth, they 
must revealed made them saints, the

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heroic practice virtue, and not the peculiarities their 
lives which are unfortunately often overemphasized 
the literature. possible arouse enthusiasm and 
desire for virtue, for heroism religion, such ex- 
tent that they will not only say, with the disciples 
Emmaus, not our heart burning within us, whilst 
spoke?” (Luke xxiv. 32) but like the audience St. 
Peter “what shall brethren?” (Acts ii. 37) 
they are also eager put their desires into action. 


Practical Procedures 


order gain these ends, and avoid the dangers 
crushes, some practical procedures are necessary. 

The adolescent puts the teacher pedestal let 
the teacher not step down! The role guide with all its 
possibilities for good retained only when the pupil 
continues look the teacher because the latter 
maintains the original distance between them. 

One the ways annihilating this distance 
permit special demonstrations affection. These are cer- 
tainly not encouraged; they are not even 
allowed. gruff repulse not necessary; matter-of-fact 
attitude, free from too much sentimentality, should en- 
able the teacher prevent this tactfully, yet surely. 

Another way keeping the desired distance dis- 
courage personal gifts. gifts are offered, they should 
accepted intended for general use and possible 
passed around the class, put where all may share 
them. 

Probably the quickest and most effective way which 
the ideal can step down from the pedestal confide 
her personal difficulties the pupil. What actually hap- 
pens that the teacher relinquishes the role guide for 
that friend role she cannot even ade- 
quately fill. Opportunity for guidance then lost. When 
personal difficulties weigh heavily and there seems 
proper confidant available, there may great tempta- 
tion take the young person into one’s confidence, but 
this temptation that must resisted. 

The adolescent invests the ideal with halo —let 
the teacher polish the halo! The fact being singled out 
guide may first sight rather flattering. But when 
remembered that youth idealizes the guide, that 
chooses her not for actual qualities but rather for the vir- 
tues with which invests her, there rather reason for 
humility. Something has been said previously the fail- 
ure the ideal, especially the religious ideal. order 
prevent this failure, necessary strive toward that 
ideal with which she has been invested. This means noth- 
ing more nor less than constantly working one’s own 
goal: perfection. Therefore let the teacher 


Stay the pedestal, and 
Keep the halo bright, 


and the whole situation can used most effectively 
carry out His injunction: “Suffer the children come 
unto Me” (Mark 14).

mind strict sense. using mean Catholic 
convictions, characteristically Catholic outlook and 
attitude. person Catholic-minded who knows his reli- 
gion, finds matter genuine interest, sensitive 
its demands, savors its principles, interprets all things 
its light. Inevitably, the life such person tends 
become expression his convictions. Such man 
woman, boy girl dynamically Catholic. using 
the term Catholic mind, then, include these two no- 
tions distinctively Catholic interpretation the uni- 
verse and approval, least, the consequent conduct 
therein implied. 

forming Catholic mind, not mean impress- 
ing from without mold the convictions and actions 
the student. mean, course, that are see 
that has certain experiences certain instruction, 
reading, opportunities for thinking and discussion, for 
conduct which hope and pray will result the for- 
mation Catholic mind. can only set the stage, 
provide the experiences which consider most likely 
effect the emergence such mind. 

Moreover, realize that this task not the work 
the school alone, even primarily. The pastor and the 
parents come first; but only the work the school 
concerned with right now. Nor shall discuss all 
that the school does might do. shall discuss just two 
types experience which should provide for the 
high-school student. 


The Situation 


Last Spring when the agitation against objectionable 
moving pictures was its height, the Reverend Director 
Catholic Education this diocese asked group 
administrators and teachers from our Catholic schools 
meet consider the formation some educational pro- 
gram combat the influence evil motion pictures 
our Catholic students. With the aid the Payne Founda- 
tion Studies, outlined the various evil effects the 
movies the movie-made children the day. Our con- 
cern was find some educational procedure which would 
oppose these evils. 

the course our discussions this very significant 
fact was repeatedly brought our attention; namely: 
discussions high-school classes which any at- 
tempt was made rate certain moving picture good 
bad, our students showed alarming inability 
recognize violation repudiation ignoring Cath- 
olic principles depicted certain movie situations. 
For instance, they knew and accépted Catholic teachings 
divorce. Yet they would rate “unreservedly good” 
picture which the hero was going marry divorced 
woman. “He didn’t really marry her,” one girl objected. 
“Did you leave the picture wanting him marry her?” 
the teacher asked. “Yes, indeed,” said every girl the 
room. They had never thought that. They had not 
even noticed the divorce situation the picture.

This only one example the apparently dulled per- 
ceptions our Catholic students distinguishing 
Catholic principle when they meet concrete situa- 
tion. They know all the principles and believe them. 
These same principles, when met actual life situations, 
they somehow fail recognize; and too often when they 
recognize them, their adhesion them not firm 
and uncompromising might desire. “Of 
they will say, know murder wrong, but this par- 
ticular case know that must respect our 
parents, but what can you expect 

The question whether not this condition 
affairs result the movies, shall not discuss. 
certainly true that the cumulative effect seeing over 
and over again our Catholic principles blandly violated 
and subtly ridiculed bound one dulled Cath- 
olic perceptions certain the formation any- 
thing but Catholic mind. 

interest, however, not the cause this fact 
but the fact itself. You may even question whether 
this the fact. People who have had wide experience 
with our Catholic high-school and college students 
today tell that this certainly actual condition. 
own experience convinces that so. Not only 
the movies but their everyday experience they dis- 
play this same lack sensitive Catholic mind. 


Suggested Remedy 


What, now, the first type experience which would 
provide the endeavor form Catholic mind these 
students? really suggests itself. would, all classes, 
especially religion, social studies, and literature, throw 
the students into the analysis concrete life situations 
which would force either the application the emergence 
the Catholic principles involved. 

shall give you some examples the type life situa- 
tions mean. These situations embrace such questions 
the sacredness life, the respect due parents, mar- 
riage and divorce any one the commandments. They 
include also questions social justice. have formulated 
few statements which crystallize either thoughts feel- 
ing our students, the sort thing they may have ex- 
pressed openly that they may have only vaguely felt. 
The members the committee have been trying word 
such applications general principles, either the words 
the young people themselves, or, least, terms 
challenge their attention and stimulate thought. are 
hoping send some these you soon for your crit- 
icism and suggestions. Here are few them: 
Respect for parents: 

lie times necessary sedative for worrisome 
parent. 

Parents who refuse their daughter latch key simply 
don’t know the meaning the word democracy. 

Sacredness life: 

Euthanasia solves the problem protracted suffering 
from incurable diseases. 

But she committed suicide make others happy! 

Marriage and Divorce: 

two people are hopelessly incompatible, divorce 

the only intelligent solution. 
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This, that, the other thing “only natural.” 

You will find increasing number such statements 
the newest religion texts fof high schools and colleges. 
The Journal Religious Instruction has article 
almost every issue giving examples such situations for 
use religion classes. 

you formulate such statements you find that certain 
concepts keep appearing and reappearing. These 
concepts need touched many concrete situa- 
and then summed explicitly class discussion 
devoted entirely their consideration. The notions 
cuthority, justice, and democracy require such treat- 
ment; the concept Auman nature and its validity 
action needs elaboration; very important sub- 
for such consideration the Church, its nature, its 
essential oneness with Christ. 

You may wondering, “Well, just what would you 
with such life situation?” shall take one these 
situations and outline for you what would with it. 
This one could used, think, senior-high-school 
class and perhaps even before that. might arise the 
course some discussion, might directly pre- 
sented the teacher. The statement this: “Being 
Catholic certainly limits your liberty.” 

might make once opposing statement: 
anything but Catholic limits your liberty.” might, 
however, let that statement develop from the discussion. 

This discussion could conducted different ways.

based the simple fact that soon you are 
baptized you are the state grace, and that the 
very fact being state sanctifying grace, God, 
the Eternal Trinity, dwells within you.

IBRARIANS, and teachers, too, have been thinking and 
doing much terms book service, with not enough 
organized program guidance, publicity, and service 
for that other kind current literature the magazine. 
need balanced program book and magazine reading, one 
complement the other. have become magazine-read- 
ing people infinitely greater numbers than are readers 
books. The popularity the radio, the automobile, and the 
movies does not seem have affected any appreciable 
degree the reading periodicals. fact, the circulation 
many periodicals has increased greatly, especially those deal- 
ing with people and their interests, and with popularized 
science and social affairs. Literary periodicals are still popular 
but less outstanding. 

The magazine being its nature occasional, not and can- 
not substitute for the book, but reading this kind 
can stimulate interest, and dispel the pathetic ignorance 
many our young people contemporary world problems. 
For magazines are strictly “up-to-date”! For our rural peo- 
ple, who have few opportunities visit libraries book- 
stores, magazines are great boon. But what kind maga- 
zines are our young people reading? many instances 
seems nobody’s concern except possibly that the news 
stands. Many parents not seem realize there much 
difference quality content. The worthless, trashy, un- 
safe, immoral magazines advocating, palliating free 
love, divorce, and all kinds moral evils, brought into the 
home not suggest them reading problem. Teachers, 
too, frequently noting these magazines being brought into 
the classroom and circulated, deplore the vitiated taste 
their young charges, and meekly folding their hands sigh, 
tempora, mores,” and resign themselves the “in- 
may ask, “How are the millions young peo- 
ple being trained select the good from the bad?” What 
part being played the school this training? This 
repeated question veiled indictment the work the 
schools this respect.

Frank Henderson Maple School, Seattle, Washing- 
ton, means questionnaire periodical literature ad- 
dressed pupils from the sixth the twelfth grade two 
adjoining communities aggregate population 38,000, 
learned that per cent the senior and per cent the 
junior pupils were not being trained the library, school, 
home for current reading everyday life.

Surely our pupils have right become 
acquainted with the better magazines some which have 
stood the tests time for the last half century. All the re- 
sources that can command prestige, enthusiasm, and 
technique should brought bear the work recom- 
mending the better type magazines. Better than study 
the results literary criticism might the practice 
literary criticism. would provide the pupils, soon leave 
school, with least elementary criteria which even the 
least literary could discriminate some extent between the 


good, the bad, and the worthless. would give the pupil 
still school the beginning interest that could broaden 
indefinitely progressed the knowledge life.

Simpler Use Periodicals 


For some years, the author has used with success the 
following method teach the same time oral English, 
periodical reading, and the use and practice parliamentary 
law. organizing the class club with some such title 
“Speak-Well” Club, the English teacher can carry the 
recitation once week the form club meeting with 
greater dignity and importance. After the class have voted 
the title the club and elected officers, they will proceed 
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under the instructions the teacher draw brief 
constitution and by-laws. 

The teacher may assign each member certain interesting 
and timely topics pertaining economics, industries, govern- 
mental situations, new legislation, recent discoveries 
scientific experiments, articles dealing with their civics, his- 
tory, religion classes, even news from the daily local 
paper. She may suggest different standard acceptab‘e 
magazines the source their material, and ask the mem- 
bers prepared give synopsis their article the 
next meeting. She may the same time taboo any 
bordering undesirable subjects from undesirable mag- 
azines. 

After the speeches assigned topics have been given, 
the members the audience may volunteer constructive 
criticism dealing with accuracy statement, clearness 
thought, unity, coherence, enunciation, pronunciaticn, pos- 
ture, and general delivery, all which must given and ac- 
cepted kindly spirit. The time for each speaker must 
limited that the meeting may adjourn the expiration 
the ordinary English period. Throughout the meeting the 
teacher supervises, directs, and makes timely suggestions and 
personal criticisms, while the secretary records the minutes. 

The outstanding results these methods procedure 
will follows: 

Development the habit reading for content. 

Correlation with other fields schoolwork and current 
interests everyday life. 

Relief from the more less formal recitation, and 
substitution highly interesting and vital activity.

This project for religion classes was worked out some 
years ago religious with long experience the training 
Catholic high-school students, and since then has been 
incorporated into the course followed her community. 
She has felt that this striking lesson the mercy God 
cannot fail spiritual benefit our Catholic students. 
Her aim was threefold: (1) develop stronger personal 
love for Christ; (2) make pupils realize that this love 
the safeguard against dangers soul and body; (3) 
prepare them exercise ministry healing the contacts 
they must make adult life with the wrecks humanity, 
whether physicians, nurses, teachers, office workers, 
employees any kind.

The whole story contains strong dramatic appeal for 
young people. Magdalen’s beauty, the loveliness her hair, 
compared the Talmud stream gold, her wealth, 
and her sinful life are known all. the one hand, her 
youth, her headstrong nature, her contempt Jewish con- 
ventions and restrictions, her determination satisfy, all 
costs, her restless longings; and the other, her marriage 
strict, narrow, and suspicious doctor the law these 
supply plentiful material for dramatic clash. The outcome 
not hard see. She secured divorce and used her new- 
found freedom plunge into excesses all kinds, urged 
licentious companions, until, the Gospel tersely puts 
it, she was possessed seven devils. nature capable 
better things could not long find satisfaction depravity, 
and are told periods absolute dejection and misery 
following periods reckless defiance all conventions. 

penetrating into this astonishing narrative realize 
the mystic bond between the Saviour who loved even 
the folly the Cross and the great-hearted penitent who 
broke her life like vase perfume over the Divine Feet. 
There something inexpressibly lovable the lavish re- 
pentance and atonement, the prodigality self and posses- 
sions the Master’s service, that read through the sober 
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phrases the Gospel: the alabaster vase, the humiliation 
before the Pharisees, the loyalty unto the end with the 
Mother Sorrows Calvary, the coming before was light 
with the weight costly spices. How the narrative shames 
the parsimonious and calculating giving our lives. 

Not less astonishing, however, the consideration, the 
chivalrous courtesy, one may express it, shown our 
Saviour toward this repentant sinner. “At the tomb 
Lazarus,” says the author The Friend Sinners, 
Martha that the promise the miracle given, but its ful- 
fillment delayed until Mary arrives.” Again, the tears 
Jesus fall only when Mary throws herself weeping His 
feet.

The disastrous epidemic amebic dysentery that flared 
Chicago during the spring and summer the first 
year the Century Progress Exposition has led 
concerted drive against this menace federal, state, and 
municipal health agencies, supported sanitary engineers, 
laboratories, and scientific institutions. The results can 
briefly stated: Modern sanitation real source potential 
danger for the spread epidemic amebic dysentery. 

Unfortunately, until quite recently, amebic dysentery was 
considered tropical disease. now perfectly clear, 
however, that has been mistaken outside the tropics 
acute appendicitis, colitis, and other intestinal disorders, and 
that the prevalence amebic dysentery our midst can 
attributed, large part doubt, faulty plumbing. 

Amebic dysentery, also called amebic colitis and enteritis, 
refers infection man parasite ameba which 
invades the intestines and burrows under the submucous 
coat, producing its harmful effects destroying the tissue 
with which contact. When the cysts, formed from the 
multiplication the amebas, are taken into the body 
food liquid they break and multiply the lower in- 
testines, producing the disease known amebic dysentery. 

The Chicago epidemic referred resulted not only 
clarification the diagnosis and pathology the disease, 
but also investigation its possible causes and 
sources. After painstaking study and careful investigation 
which public health agencies, scientific institutions, and 
manufacturing companies and associations collaborated, 
was perfectly obvious: first, that all plumbing, matter 
how modern, source potential danger; and second, 
that the danger can removed quickly and relatively 
small expense. 


Dangers from Plumbing 


our present sanitary equipment lurks the danger 
epidemic through (1) cross connections and, (2) back siphon- 
age. brief discussion these nontechnical language will 
make clear the administrator our schools that examina- 
tion the plumbing his plant experts and the applica- 
tion the necessary remedy absolute necessity in- 
sure the safety those committed his charge. 

What cross connection? When applied plumbing 
fixtures refers the connection fixture the supply 
pipe such manner that household wastes, water from lava- 
tories, water-closet tanks, sinks, and bathtubs, and the 
waste from glass and dish washers, and flush-rim floor tanks, 
mention but few, may transferred from the plumbing 
fixture the water-supply pipe. other words, cross 
connection makes possible the transfer sewage from 
plumbing fixture the water-supply pipe joining link- 
ing the two together. The agency transfer may 
siphonage. 

Another classification cross connection the so-called 
by-pass. This refers constant flow pure water into 
fixture piece equipment containing water doubtful 
purity. third type cross connection involves buildings 
having two water-supply systems which are connected, 
for example, institution supplied with both city and pri- 
vate sources, the latter consisting well cistern which 


might utilized case the breaking water main, 
fire, drought. 


How Water Infected 


But how can these cross connections make possible the 
transfer waste impure water into the pure-water supply 
line through plumbing fixture, such bathtub, drinking 
fountain, lavatory, even garden hose lying puddle 
water? Suppose, first, that the waste-water level rises above 
the level the inlet pure water. This possible when 
waste pipes become clogged, when inlet faucets are below 
the overflow, when bubblers drinking fountains become 
clogged, when the nozzle garden hose lying pool 
dirty water, the overflow dish and glass washers 
cafeterias rises above the level the incoming water. 

Thus far only the possibility so-called cross connec- 
tion: that is, connection between impure water wastes 
and pure potable water exists. addition, condition 
must now arise the plumbing system that makes pos- 
sible for these wastes flow back into the pure-water 
supply. This possible siphonic action which turn 
results from lowering the water pressure the sys- 
tem. 

essential therefore that the possibilities low water 
pressure enumerated detail: 

Water-pressure failures buildings, districts, sub- 
urbs. 

Breaking water mains services. 

Fluctuation the pressure the municipal supply 
from above below atmospheric pressure. 

Improperly designed undersized water-supply distrib- 
uting systems buildings. 

Isolated districts with rapidly built-up territories with- 
out booster pumps auxiliary tanks maintain minimum 
pressure during peak loads. 

Heavy demand extended dry periods reducing nor- 
mal working pressure city mains. Elevated and outlying 
districts with reduced pressure and intermittent water fail- 
ures. 

fire pump connected fire plug. Pumps connected 
direct city-water mains supplying water equalization tanks 
tall buildings. The pumps may “hog” all the water that 
flows into the main and rob the gravity-supplied buildings 
all water. 

Turning off the water supply the foot pipe riser 
the event stoppage. 

Turning off the water the basement emergencies, 
repairs, replacements, leaky pipe, other causes. 

Individual stops and control for each fixture. 

Two factors are therefore essential making cross 
connection menace health: one lapse water pres- 
sure, the other stoppage the fixture the presence 
submerged spout. There are few any plumbing fixtures 
that not some time other become clogged. 

Siphonic action the direct result partial vacuum 
created the pipes. Atmospheric pressure exerted the 
waste water the fixture, which sufficient force the 
water upward through the spout into the supply lines. Once 
this action has been started continues until the water has 
been sucked out, thus breaking the vacuum stopping the 
siphonic action some other means.

menace health. The other factor which must exist stop- 
page the fixture the presence submerged spray.

Since impossible prevent all possible instances 
pressure lowering (fire hose attached near-by main, 
the breaking supply main) important that the ad- 
ministrator’s attention called the so-called vacuum 
breaker developed manufacturers working co-operation 
with the members the American Society Sanitary En- 
gineers. 

Figure that portion the apparatus enclosed the 
circle vacuum breaker which when attached plumb- 
ing fixture will prevent back siphonage destroying the 
vacuum. Figure shows the action this type valve 
when the plumbing fixture flushing and Figure makes 
clear that wastes can siphoned this valve into the 
water-supply lines. 

This type vacuum breaker will make any flush valve 
siphonproof regardless its construction and will prevent 
back siphonage with any degree vacuum the supply 
line. The installation such device simple and its cost 
moderate. 


Check All Plumbing 


Since the facts regarding this potential danger health 
are comparatively new sanitary engineers and the plumb- 
ing trade general, cannot assumed that equipment 
safe even though was installed within the past few 
years. 

addition the installation vacuum breakers the 
attention administrators should called lavatories 
and tubs with over-the-rim spouts located below the spillway 
the bath lavatory. bathtubs such offending faucets 
can easily replaced; lavatories much depends upon the 
style and type and this question should left competent 
judge. large number miscellaneous cross connections 
can eliminated without any serious hardship. Ejector-type 
cellar drains should replaced motor-driven cellar 
drainers. 

Toilet-tank ball cocks can very simply protected with 
check valves and vacuum breakers. Finally, pipes badly 
undersized that excessive draw-off one part the building 
will set vacuums another part the building, should 
eliminated.

High-School Boys 


Belleau 


Editor’s Note. This occupational cross section of a public high school is 
important both from the standpoint of health and of the guidance program 
of a school. It could be significant, too, from the standpoint of the re- 
actions in the classroom. This is a simple study that may easily be done 
for any Catholic high school. It would undoubtedly be helpful. 


order intelligently counsel high-school students, 
expedient that the adviser obtain all the information avail- 
able concerning each student’s outside activities. With this 
purpose view, more than twelve hundred boys were re- 
quested answer the following questions relative their 
various occupations during the school year: (1) Are you 
working during this school year? (2) what? (3) How 
many hours week? (4) What salary you receive? 

These unselected students were cautioned accurate 
possible. addition, the hours salary specified 
seemed exaggerated, the boy was questioned. Furthermore, 
insure good co-operation, the students were informed 
that the information they gave would way affect their 
class records, for the purpose the exercise was solely 

The investigation showed that the boys questioned 
(school year 1931-32), per cent the freshmen worked; 
per cent the sophomores; per cent the juniors; 
and per cent the seniors. 

Some the occupations which these boys worked were: 
newspaper carriers, clerks, delivery, truck driver, factory, 
mechanics, house cleaning, caddies, ushers, messengers, gar- 
deners, gas station, printers, musicians, laborers, etc. 

The majority the workers reported from about 
hours week. One worked hours, and number them 
less than hours. 

The pay ranged from cents cents hour. One 
delivered milk cents hour, one drew pictures 
hour, one worked factory cents hour, one 
caddy earned cents hour, musician, cents, 
taxidermist, cents, and another musician, cents. News- 
papers paid average slightly more than cents 
hour. 

The information obtained may utilized assist stu- 
dents several ways. may found that boy works too 
many hours, that has not sufficient time study; 
that works too late night, affecting his physical de- 
velopment. Again, boy may informed which work 
the most remunerative, may cautioned that 
does not make good with his schoolwork, will have 
discontinue working outside school. Frequently informa- 
tion concerning boy’s occupation will help determine 
his dominant interests. This information may utilized 
encourage him prepare follow that occupation 
higher level encourage him study for some profes- 
sion, his present work being valuable even indispensable 
prerequisite.

Possibly 
had had Arbor Day hundred years ago, would not 
suffering severely from floods, dust storms, soil erosion, 
farming worn-out, unproductive soil, and all such evils 
resulting from the destruction our forests failure 
plant trees replace those destroyed. 

Reforestation now being carried earnest the 
government through the CCC camps. Plans have been worked 
out for planting large strips forest check the dust 
storms prevalent the semiarid regions the Dakotas, 
Nebraska, and other states. Forests are replanted 
the northern parts the country land that little 
use for agriculture. addition their value lumber 
supply for future generations, these forests will, almost from 
the beginning, tend check the rapid melting snow which 
the cause spring floods.

Even 
lawns and flowers not eliminate this forlorn appearance. 
Nothing can overcome it, but the slow growth trees. The

The Missouri Catholic 


Educational Conference 
Francis Crowley, Ph.D. 


The 1935 meeting the Missouri Catholic Educational Con- 
ference was held St. Louis University under the auspices the 
school education, February 16, 1935. The general session 
the morning was presided over Dr. Francis Crowley, dean 
the school education St. Louis University. the opening 
address entitled “More Catholic Reverend William 
McGucken, S.J., regent the school education, and author 
The Catholic Way Education, stressed the crying need for 
making Catholic schools more Catholic. The following excerpt indi- 
cates the character his treatment the topic: 

A Catholic teacher must grow not merely along academic lines but along 
Catholic lines, he must try to bring home to his charges something of the 
knowledge and love of Jesus Christ, he must be filled with enthusiasm for the 
person of Christ our Lord, the most lovable of the sons of men. He must be 
able to bring out His human activity. He must present it in such a fashion to 
American youth that knowing, they will love, and loving they will follow and 
follow enthusiastically in His way. That is the most important thing today. 
Each one should search his heart in order to see how it can be effected. 

To you that are here present and to the Sisters and Brothers of America, 
to the present generation and to their ancestors in the faith, the pioneer men 
and women who meet poverty, ignorance, difficulties, and bigotry, to them the 
Church in America looks with pride. She has no distinguished service cross 
to pin on you or any order of merit to confer because she knows you do not 
need it. Yet the Church in America and the lay people of that Church, as 
well the priests and bishops, realize your important position the battle 
you are waging against ignorance and against the new paganism that is about 
us, and bids you Godspeed in your great work to make the American boy and 
American girl loyal, enthusiastic, ardent followers of Christ. 


The superior St. Joseph’s Institute for the Deaf, Sister 
Sylvania, C.S.J., discussed the handicaps under which the child 
labors who has hearing speech defect and outlined methods 
procedure employed classroom teachers detecting such 
handicaps and methods employed enabling such students 
comply with classroom requirements.

responsible for inaugurating the program. other words, should 
all that the word implies; that is, superior type vision, 
ability map out programs with definite objectives and means 
reaching such goals. 

Sister Laurentia, instructor art Rosati-Kain 
High School, the archdiocesan central high school for girls, dealt 
with the topic teaching art Catholic schools. She developed 
the point that interest art growing among students but en- 
tering high school most them lack preliminary art instruction 
and are extremely conscious lack fundamental knowledge 
when they attempt execute the tasks assigned them. Art colors 
all departments life and makes the commonplace distinctive. 
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Primitive man who fashioned a gourd into a dipper for greater convenience 
in getting a drink of water was prompted by necessity or utility; but his 
companion who painted bright line around that gourd crude design 
the handle was making commonplace article distinctive. The line, the 
design, did not more amply satisfy his thirst, but it did express and try to 
satisfy that longing for beautiful things that is innate in every human heart 
and in every child who traces his lineage back to ancestors exiled from 
Paradise. 

The afternoon was devoted four sectional conferences: high 
school, supervisors and elementary-school principals, social studies, 
and the problem child. The high-school division considered prob- 
lems guidance, recent tendencies modern-language teaching, 
and reading from the high-school viewpoint. The outstanding 
paper the supervisors’ and elementary-school principals’ section 
was “The Catholic Elementary-School Sister 
Theodoretta, S.S.N.D., community supervisor, Mankato, Minn., 
who reported nation-wide survey the Catholic elementary- 
school principalship covering over 400 principals practically 
every state the Union. Among the recommendations for the im- 
provement the principalship suggested Sister Theodoretta 
were the following: 


In order to meet the demands of the educational world today, the Catholic 
elementary principal should know what is being done in the educational world. 
She should keep herself informed on all matters of vital importance to the 
elementary school. To achieve this result she should read educational maga- 
zines and periodicals of recognized merit; she should attend educational con- 
ventions and principals’ conferences; she should her own most persistent 
critic; therefore, she should constantly survey and appraise her own work; she 
should take advantage of the educational courses relating to the elementary- 
school principalship offered by Catholic colleges and universities. It is not 
expecting too much to require that she spend one hour each day in professional 
self-improvement. 

Specific courses for the Catholic elementary principalship should more 
generally offered by Catholic higher educational institutions. There should be 
set each state least one Catholic center which will provide rich 
curriculum for the preparation of Catholic elementary principals. The work 
in all these centers should be supplemented by extension courses which will 
enable Catholic principals-in-service to continue their training. 

The meeting the social-studies section was featured two 
demonstrations, one the teaching geography Grade and 
the other the teaching geography Grade The demonstra- 
tions were preceded discussion trends methods the 
social studies. The opening talk the problem-child sectional 
meeting was given Reverend Raphael McCarthy, S.J., pro- 
fessor psychology St. Louis University and author Training 
the Adolescent. 

Education is psychologically sound when it is adapted to the interests and 
the abilities the educand. This principle suggests that the instruction 
adolescents should be radically different from that of children. The methods 
of drill and repetition are eminently fitted for acquiring the elementary-school 
subjects and they are not resented by the pupils in the grade school. The 
adolescent abhors monotony and extraordinarily impatient repetition. 
It is preferable to foster an eagerness for learning in the high-school student 
than kill his interest permanently through exaggerated effort for thorough- 
ness. Vitalizing his school subjects, training him to exercise his own initiative 
by working out his own problems, throwing him on his own resources, have 
obvious advantages. This manner of teaching develops his mind while it tends 
to maintain his enthusiasms. It is better that he should go out from school 
with a trained mind than merely with much information. If he retains his 
interest for study he will continue to improve himself when he has left 
school. If he has been taught to think he will be able to utilize his infor- 
mation. 


Reverend Patrick O’Connor St. Lawrence O’Toole’s School, 
who now operating two opportunity rooms for the problem 
children his parish, presented very interesting and practical 
account the problems met and overcome during the past two 
years. result Father O’Connor’s success, other schools 
St. Louis are now considering the establishment opportunity 
rooms within their school organizations. Harvey Smith, 
former director the St. Louis Catholic School Health Bureau, 
discussed the findings surveys conducted parochial schools 
segregate problem children provide better educational op- 
portunities for them. 

outstanding feature the Conference was the complimentary 
luncheon for religious teachers provided the University and the 
St. Louis Circle the International Federation Catholic 
Alumnae. During the luncheon selections were played the Chris- 
tian Brothers High-School Orchestra. Over 1,100 religious teachers, 
Sisters, Brothers, and priests, from Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Texas, 
and Wisconsin attended the Conference. Twenty-seven different re- 
ligious teaching orders were represented. Those responsible for the 
organization the Conference were particularly pleased with the 
extent and spirited character the discussions. Delegates did not 
hesitate voice their opinions from the floor and contributed 
very much the success the Conference. 


New Books Value Teachers 


Parent and Child 

Edgar Schmiedeler, O.S.B., S.T.L., Ph.D., and Rosa 
McDonough, Ph.D. Cloth, 301 pages. $2.25. Appleton-Century 
Company. 

this so-termed “Century the Child,” when every phase 
child life has become the subject research and study, there has 
been notable dearth material for parents, presented from the 
Catholic point view. Because not little present-day in- 
formation and teachings the subject child training either 
questionable value actually detrimental far Catholic 
parents are concerned, there has existed very much “felt need” 
for nontechnical, accurate, and readable works child study and 
guidance which may easily and readily adapted the require- 
ments the average parent. Parent and Child Father Schmied- 
eler and Rosa meets this need part. this book are 
presented some the fundamentals child training from the 
viewpoint the doctrines which the Catholic Church sanctions, 
maintains, and teaches. 

The book composed sixteen chapters, each which fol- 
lowed several concise topics for discussion and short bibliog- 
raphy references. addition several the chapters are fol- 
lowed brief lists supplementary readings. These bibliographies 
and supplementary reading lists include such standard works 
those Curti, Gesell, Johnson, Furfey, Morgan, and Thom. 
this reviewer’s opinion that more inclusive reading lists would 
much greater value the reader. The book written clear, 
simple, and cogent style. The treatment throughout based upon 
sound psychological principles. The suggestions made the book 
are concrete and practical. The authors avoid two rather common 
errors made many books child study; namely, that em- 
phasizing the exceptional rather than the average development and 
that tending portray every child problem thus making 
parents overanxious about their children. 

The opening chapter treating the Child’s World stresses 
the fact that the home that the child lays the foundations 
his life. stresses the responsibility parents for the proper 
training the child since the daily adjustments the early years 
childhood, which are under the complete and direct supervision 
the home, constitute the warp and woof out which woven 
the personality, disposition, and character the child. Consider- 
able space, about one seventh the book fact, devoted the 
child’s physical development. Included this section are discus- 
sions nutrition and the physical disorders childhood. Two 
chapters are devoted Learning and, while the material well 
presented, necessity rather brief. The chapters Children’s 
Interests, Recreation, Discipline, and Disciplinary Devices are 
handled thoroughly capable manner. The principles moral 
and religious development are presented simply and clearly 
manner which should increase the realization parental respon- 
sibility. The outstanding feature the book the emphasis which 
the authors place upon the spiritual growth and the importance 
religious training the development the child. The closing 
chapters the book are devoted description the principles 
mental hygiene they apply the process guiding and 
directing the growth and development the child. 

Parent and Child welcomed addition the literature 
child study. However, has been this reviewer’s experience 
teaching classes Child Psychology for Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion groups that parents are interested chiefly learning how 
apply the principles guiding the child specific situations, 
children certain age and certain period growth and 
development. Therefore, the reviewer believes that, since Parent 
and Child limited this respect, there still very much 
“felt need” for work which will develop according Catholic 
principles, panorama childhood from birth through adoles- 
cence; which will give broad view the whole expanse child- 
hood; which should built around the stages growth and 
development giving unified picture the child each stage 
development.
